The defense committee will be 
composed of defense ministers of 
each of the pact nations. It will 


meet once a year Rs OS: 
cies dictate more frequent meet- 
ings. The first meeting will be 


held here Oct. 5. 
The council directed the defense 

committee to create aT 

mittee composed of chiefs of staff 

of the 12 pact nations to work out 

military measures for the joint 

defense of the North Atlantic area. 


In addition a “standing ig 
composed of the United States, 
United Kingdom and France will 
be established as a subcommittee 
of the military committee “in or- 
der to facilitate the rapid and ef- 
ficient “conduct” of the commit- 
tee’s work. Officials said this 
group is designed primarily to co- 
ordinate the work of the regional 
planning bodies. 

The council directed that five 
regional planning groups be estab- 
lished to lay out a defense plan on 
a geographic basis. The planning 
bodies will be divided as follows: 

North European — Denmark, 
Norway, and the United Kingdom. 
The United States agreed to partic- 
ipate in this group’s defense 
planning “as appropriate.” 

Western European — United 
Kingdom, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
Canada and the United States 
agreed to help in the planning for 
this group, Denmark and Italy 
will be brought in if members of 
the group wish to call on them. 

Southern European - — 
Mediterranean — France, Italy, 
United Kingdom,-with the Unites 
States participating on the plan- 
ning level, “as appropriate.”

The super-salesman for Chiang 
Kai-shek is a dynamic, talkative 
onetime Tammany politician 
named William J. Goodwin of 
Roslyn, N. Y., who is registered 
both as a Capitol Hill lobbyist and 
as a foreign agent for the Nation- 
alist Government. 


Goodwin, who has a_ stormy 
background of rough-and-tumble 
politicking for both major parties, 
was once an arch-isolationist and 
member of the notorious Christian 
Front, a strong-arm organization 
that centered around Father 
Charles E. Coughlin, known in 
prewar days as the “radio priest.” 
Goodwin told the Post-Dispatch, 
however, that he joined the Chris- 
tian Front only for the purpose 
of “breaking it up,” adding that 
‘Christian Fronters at first were 
studious debaters of world affairs. 
When “riff-raff”’ and “trouble- 
makers” filtered into the group, 
he said, he did everything he could 
to dissolve it. 

Terms of Contract. 

According to a contract on file 
in the foreign agents registration 
section of the Department of Jus- 
tice, Goodwin was employed by 


the Information Office of the Chi- | 


nese Government “to influence 
leaders of United Statés.thought” 
and urge them “to seek larger 
Measures of American support 
and material aid.” 

The contract, executed last July 
7 for one year, is signed by Good- 
win and N. C, Nyi, director of the 
Chinese News Service, a propa- 
ganda unit of the information of- 
fice. Earlier, from March 1948 to 
March 1949, Goodwin collected 


$40,000 from the Chinese Govern- 


ment under an arrangement list- 
ing him as public relations coun- 
sel for the Chinese Natural Re- 
sources Commission, making a _to- 
tal, of $65,000 for’ the two-year 
period. His job in the first period 
of employment was to seek pri- 
vate investment funds in_ this 
country for China, and to promote 
ene aid for the National- 
ists 

These facts on the mainsprings 
behind the China-aid lobby were 
developed in a joint inquiry under- 
taken by the Post-Dispatch and 
the Washington Post. ; 

Dinners for Congressmen. 

With the money received from 
the Nationalists as a paid agent 
and congressional. lobbyist, Good- 
win has given numerous intimate 
little dinners in Washington for 
Senators, Representatives and 
others, usually at exclusive clubs 
and hotels, including the elite 
Metropolitan Club near the White 
House. He is a member of the 
Metropolitan Club. . 

By his own estimate, he has 
thus entertained about 100 Con- 
gressmen on at least 20 occasions 
during the past year. Habitually, 
he said, Chinese Ambassador Wel- 
lington Koo or the Chinese em- 
bassy counsellor, C. M. Chen, 
attend the dinners to answer ‘ques-

State’s attorneys of Illinois were 
in sharp disagreement as they 
closed their mid-year meeting at 
the Broadview Hotel in East St.

by the Post-Dispatch. 

Prosecutors from the slot ma- 
chine-ridden ‘counties contended it 
was the duty of the sheriffs. and 
local police officials to clamp the 
lid on gambling, and that their 
only responsibility Was to prose- 
cute cases brought to them by the 
police or complainants. Other 
state’s attorneys who have been 
successful in keeping the “one-arm 
bandits” out of their communities, 
differed sharply, asserting they 
have ample authority to smash 
gambling with or without police 
aid. 


The dispute was prompted by 
the Post-Dispatch disclostre Fri- 
day that the slot machine problem 
in Illinois that reached its peak 
under the notorious, administra- 
tion of former Gov: Dwight H. 
Green is continuing at an alarm- 


ing scale under Gov. Adlai E. Ste- 
~yenson. 


Tax Records Show Number. 

Internal Revenue récords show 
that federal taxes were. paid on 
8834 slot machines in the state 
during the ‘first two months of 
the fiscal year, which began July 
. The largest concentrations of 
the 2372 establishments listed in 
the records are in 25 of the 102 
counties. For the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1948, taxes had been 
paid on 7784 machines in the 76 
counties in the southern three- 
fourths of the state. 

A total of 371 slot machines was 
listed from the East Side coun- 
ties of St. Clair, Madison and Mon- 
roe. Prosecutors in two of the 
counties promised speedy investi- 
gations into all illegal slot ma- 
chine operations. 

The third, State’s Attorney 
Austin Lewis of Madison county, 
which has 101 machines, said he 
would look into the operations in 
taverns and other commercial es- 
tablishments, but as a policy of 
his office he would not interfere 
with slot machines, operated by 
private clubs and patriotic and 
fraternal. groups which are not 
maintained for profit. 

Lewis said private organizations 
had’ been permitted to operate 
the machines for years without 
interference, and that he did not 
intend to change that policy. 

Operations of the illegal devices 
in taverns or other business places 
will be stopped, Lewis said, and 
any machines found will be con- 
fiscated and the owners prose- 

cuted. He added, however, that 
he had seen in the Post-Dispatch 
the list of persons and establish- 
ments in Madison county paying 
taxes on the machines, and that 
he did not. think any of the de- 
vices are in commercial establish- 
ments unless they were “sneaked 
in there recently.”

State’s Attorney Richard T. Car- 
ter of St. Clair county said he 
would take up the matter tomor- 
row with. Police Commissioner 
John T. English of East St. Louis. 
The federal records show that in 
East St. Louis and the immediate 
vicinity commercial establishments 
had paid taxes on 54 machines 
and. private clubs paid taxes on 
eight.

Interviewed twice, both times in 
the presence of his attorney, Good- 
win turned out to be an endless 
talker, proud of his work .as for- 
eign agent, and ready and Arixious 
to answer all questions except a 
request that he enumerate the 
Congressmen whom he sees often. 
At 53, he is vigorous, even bom- 
bastic at times, occasionally belli- 
cose and defensive, and never 
overly modest about his achieve- 
ments in the art of winning 
friends and influencing people. 

He estimated, im response to a 
question, that he has suéceeded 
in converting at least 50 Congress- 
men, mostly Senators, to his way 
of thinking on the China-aid pro- 
gram, and added, in a confidential 
whisper, that before long “China 
will get anything it asks for.” 

“I try,” he said, “to keep away 
from the Congressmen who already 
are on our side, What’s the use of 
seeing them? I want to talk to 
the fellows who are against us or 
just don’t know what the score is.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 17 (AP)— 
A Georgia law designed to restrict 
Negro voting was upheld yester- 
day by the State Supreme Court. 
_ The law, which calis for com- 
plete—reregistration of Georgia 
voters, was Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge’s pet measure in the 1949 
session of the Legislature. _ 

It fulfilled his campaign promise 
to halt the “evils of bloc voting,” 
the Governor declared. He ex- 
plained he meant the lining up of 
Negroes to vote’en masse in a 
controlled bloc. 

Talmadge asserted if he couldn't 
have an all-white election, he 
wanted one “just as white as. we 
can get it.” 

The law wiped from the lists 
Georgia’s 1,200,000 registered 
voters—including 120,000 Negroes— 
and ordered a complete new regis- 
tration under stiffened qualifica- 
tions. 

Through admittedly aimed at 
Negro voting, the act is so worded 
that race or discrimination is not 
mentioned. 

Opponents of the act charged 
it gave registrars power to cen- 
sor voting rights of Georgians and 
provided for discrimination against 
Negroes. No specific cases were 
cited.

Asked about a passage in John 
Roy Carison’s book, “Under Cov- 
er,” in which the author, who 
worked as an undercover agent to 
expose American Fascist elements, 
wrote that Goodwin had once told 
him there was nothing wrong with 
Fascism and that Hitler had done 
“a good job in Germany,” Goedwin 
angrily denounced Carlsofi and 
denied the quotation. He said he 
had never spoken to Carlson in 
his life. 

In a letter sent to an Evansville 
(Ind.) editor early in 1941, Good- 
win denounced the loyalists of 
Spain, praised Dictator Franco as 
“a great liberator,” had - kind 
words to say about Japan and 
harsh criticism of China, which at 
that time had not. been overrun 
by the Communists. . In the let- 
ter he sought a new definition of 
the word “democracy,” indicating 
his annoyance with the commonly- 
accepted interpretation. 

On Oct. 25, 1941, six weeks be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. Goodwin sent 
a letter to Senator Tom Connally, 
published in the New York Jour- 
nal-American and stating in part: 

“Why. should America destroy 
Hitler? Your draftees, like the 
Light Brigade, may be expected 
to dumbly ‘do or die’ but a board 
of directors, unless it is to grossly 
breach its trust, must ‘reason 
why.’ ... As between the two na- 
tions, we are the violators of in- 
ternational law, not Germany. 
Ours are the acts of piracy. Our 
neutrality patrol is one of gross 
unneutrality. We are not champ- 
ions of freedom of the seas, but 
hypocritical starvation blockaders 
of non-belligerent women and 
children .. .”

As for America’s share, Mr. Hoffman advised 
this country. to take a “slightly larger percen- 
tage” of European imports. Such a step would 
do much to close the dollar gap, and thus. help 
to end the ‘present practice of | un- 
even trade balances by’ plan \ddllars. 
‘However vital the Marshall plan “wat in the post- 


war emergency, it can never be a continuing 


policy. 
. Already the Marshall plan ia caused a lot 
of unhappiness in self-respecting Europeans— 
statesmen and civilians alfke. For ofié - nation, 
no matter how rich, to act as Lord Bountjful to 
other nations is degrading to the latter. They 
cannot hope to pay us back and, meanwhile, they 
must suffer the humiliation of accepting hand- 
outs. 

When Great Britain was the No. 1 creditor na- 
tion of the world, it was also the world's fore- 
most trader. It had to import 80 per cent of its 
raw materials and 50 per cent.of its food. This 
made it possible for its debtors to earn pounds 
sterling. The United States, with its vast do- 
mestic market, occupies a totally different posi- 
tion toward world trade. Our exports are eager- 
ly sought by other countries, but they lack the 
dollars to pay for them. To use.an old—but, at 
the present, a most urgent truism—they can 7 
pay with goods. 

The answer to the problem is a reduction of 
American tariffs, and the extension last week of 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act should 
work to that end. President Truman no doubt 
will use his powers under that act to make it 
easier for Europe to sell its products here. 

If he does, there will be an outcry from United 
States industries whose markets are thus made 
competitive with Europe. These complaints de- 
serve due consideration, but what is better in 
the long run? Is it better for this country to 
buy more British pottery, leather and woolen 
goods, Belgian lace, French wines and perfumes 
—all of which are superior to American prod- 
ucts—or to go on doling out Marshall plan dol- 
lars to Europe? 

To our industrial structure as a whole, an in- 
crease in imports from Europe will do only very 
slight harm. - To Europe, it means the difference 
between self-sufficiency and mendicancy, and the 

latter is intolerable as a permanent condition. If 
there are some Americans who resent the idea of 
letting Europe share our market in ‘somewhat 
greater degree, there are many more Americans, 
we believe, who do not. 

Only the United States can provide the lead- 
ership to place international trade on 4 fra- 
tional and natural basis once more. To do so 
in a statesmanlike. way. is infinitely better than 
Operation Caecknnok...

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A Lesson of the Noronic. 


The holocaust on the Great Lakes cruiser 
Noronic at its pier at Toronto is a testimony to 
the folly of using large quantities of inflamma- 
ble materials in the construction of ships. All 
the deck strueture of the Noronic was wood, 
though more than a decade ago it was proved 
practicable to build a ship with less than 1 per 
cent of it wood. Were its draperies and other 
decorations also inflammable? These, too, can 
be fireproofed, and*the use of non-inflammable 
paint will further cut down on the danger of 
fire aboard ship. 

Unfortunately, progress in protecting ships. 
against fire has gone by fits and starts, usually 
as the result of such a grisly provocation as the 
Noronic, and available knowledge and available 
materials for preventing such disasters. are not 
all being used by any means. The burning of 
the Morro Castle in 1934 shocked public con- 
eclence tite ‘nction-—tut the ‘Nésonle wes Guilt 
21 years before then.

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W arning on Workers” Pensions 


Sept. 8, 1948—John L. Lewis handed the 
first $100 monthly pension check from the 
miners $100,000,000 welfare fund to retired 
UMWA member Horace M. Ainscough, 
Rock Springs, Wyo. 

Sept. 16 1949—John L. Lewis announced 
suspension of welfare payments to miners 
because of lack of money, after a five-hour 
meeting of the three trustees of the welfare 


fund. 

Thé span between these two events is only a 
few days more than a year in time. Yet it 
measures the auspicious start and gloomy ces- 
sation of the miners’ pension plan. Out of it 
may come another of Lewis’ orders to strike. 
For part of the depletion of the fund is charged 
to the failure of some operators to make pay- 
ments into the fund. 

This demonstrates one thing above all else. 
No pension system can last if it is not adequate- 
ly provided for. It must be soundly based. And 
certainly no pension system is soundly based if 
its managers, within a year, find that they can- 
not continue to make payments which they are 
pledged to make. 

There is a warning in this for the steel unions 
and steel. companies as they take up the recom- 


mendations of the President’s fact-finding board — 


for pensions and insurance for steel workers. 
There can be no question that the steel indus- 
try has lagged behind in setting up welfare pro- 
grams for its employes. There can be no ques- 
tion that these are desirable. But the details 
on which the pension and insurance plans are 
based need to be worked out carefully. 
Obviously a pension plan cannot obligate 
the participants for more than they can pay. Ob- 
viously it cannot work if it counts on payments 
which some of the parties decide not to pay. 
As in all the other relations between manage- 
ment and labor, reasonableness and fair deal- 


ing are required. 
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Witch Hunt in New York Schools 

New York State’s Feinberg Act, requiring a 
loyalty check of teachers, was objectionable 
enough on the face of it, and Supt. Jansen’s 
rules for its enforcement in the schools of New 
York City make it more objectionable still. 

The City Superintendent of Schools, who is 
responsible for barring The Nation from schools 
in New York, has promulgated rules which can 


‘only make the schools hotbeds of intrigue, gos- 


sip, charges and counter-charges. 
Superintendents are required to spy on as- 
sistant superintendents, assistants on principals, 
principals on teachers and clerks, teachers and 
clerks on janitors, The spying must be done not 
only during working hours, but during the sub- 
ject's leisure time as well, when he might be 
supposed to be enjoying a certain privacy.

| abuse—for foes in the “office politics” of schools 


to knife their enemies, for vengeful patrons to 
vent their spleen on teachers. If enforced they 
could only result in demoralizing the teaching 
staffs and eventually the educational process 
itself.

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SENSIBLE PRECAUTION 
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A River Museum for a River Town 


By Harold Sinclair of Bloomington, Ill., Author of “American Years” 


During a recent visit to St. Louis there 
was one thing, above all, that I wanted and 
intended to see. 

No, no opera, no zoo, no Cardinals. Those 
things may be excellent, even superlative, 
in St. Louis--but I wanted to see the River 
Museum. I had been told there was a 
River Museum (or at any rate I thought 
I had) in St. Louis; there gught to be, there 
must be. But there isn’t—as a great many 
St. Louisans undoubtedly know, if only in 
the negative sense.. 

However, the chain of inquiries concern- 
ing a nonexistent River Museum, inquiries 
through the usual 
channels and some 
unusual ones, did 
turn up a’ deal of 
steamboat and river 
memorabilia—though 
it happens to be scat- 
tered over a good 
many miles of St.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (AP). 


HE biggest job for the fourth United Nations General Assembly 


will be to wind up old business. 
lingering issues may be disposed of. 


There is a good chance some 
At least that is the ex- 


pressed aim of Carlos P. Romulo, Philippine delegate, who will be 
elected president of the Assembly, barring an upset. 

Romulo’s backers say he has enough votes to elect him when 
the Assembly convenes in the blue and gold meeting hall at Flushing | 


_ Meadow Park Tuesday. 

There are 14 old political prob- 
lems inherited from previous meet- 
ings and some economic issues. 
There is not one new major issue 
on the work sheet of 72 items. 

There still is room for some 
countries to pull surprises. Pulling 
surprises is a favorite trick of the 
Russians, who usually hold their 
fire until their chief delegate 
makes his first formal speech in 
general debate. 


The program for the first day 
is simple. Norman J. O. Makin, 
Australian Ambassador to United 
States, is slated to call the dele- 
gates of 59 nations to order. 

Under U.N..rules the retiring 
president does that, but the presi- 
dent of the third Assembly, For- 
eign Minister Herbert V. Evatt 
of Australia, will not be here. 

‘ Then comes the election of of- 
ficers and the Assembly gets un- 
der way. 

The best’ guess on final ad- 
journment fanges from the first 
to the middle of December. 

Topics on Agenda. 

The old topics still on the U.N. 
slate are: Palestine, new members, 
amendments to the Charter to 
eliminate the veto power of the 
five great nations, Italian colo- 
nies, Indonesia, Balkans, Korea, 
atomic energy, conventional arma- 
ments, the year-around Little As- 
sembly, the U.N. field service, the 
issue of human rights in Bul- 
garia and Hungary, to which Aus- 
tralia has tacked on Romania in 
a separate point; and Southwest 
Africa. 

On the economic side, there is 
likely to be considerable fireworks 
over President Truman’s “point 
four” program for aid to under- 
developed countries, The U.N. 
started on that path on a small 
scale at the Paris meeting of the 
Assembly and Truman’s plan an- 
nounced in January made much 
more of an issue of the whole 
thing. . 

There are two new points for 

the delegates, but they are not 
considered major. One is Secre- 
tary-General Trygve Lie’s idea for 
a minute of meditative silence at 
the start of each Assembly ses- 
sion. This has the approval of a 
committee set up to streamline 
work of the Assembly and may go 
through this fall. The second is 
e Panamanian plan to reform the 
calendar and put it on a fixed, 
uniform, invaridble basis, begin- 
ning in 1950. Few delegates have 
ghown much interest. 
' Foreign ministers of the North 
‘Atlantic Treaty countries have 
been meeting in Washington and 
U.N. officials here expect they 
will attend the Assembly opening. 
Some are expected to remain sev- 
eral days but the general work 
of the long fall debates will be 
handled mainly by the regular 
U.N. delegates. 

A brief run-over of the 14 points 
shows the following: 


Palestine: The shooting has 
stopped, but the peace has not 
been made, and there is no sign 
here it will be made soon. Em- 
phasis has turned to an economic 
survey under Gordon R. Clapp, 
chairman of the board of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, and on 
final dispostion of Jerusalem. 
The fate of Jerusalem will be 


first veto Sept. 7 to block Nepal 
and last Tuesday blocked seven 
other nations with vetos. Russia 
téld the Security Council ‘it would 
agree to Nepal and 13 other ap- 
plicants if all were admitted; but 
the United States, Britain, France, 
China and other Council members 
refused to accept what they called 
a “horse trade.”

Atomic Energy: The United 
States, Russia, Canada, China, 
France and Britain are holding 
secret talks in an effort to reach 
some agreement to end the long 
deadlock between East and West. 
Atomic delegates expect hard 
words on both sides in the Assem- 
bly but predict the Assembly will 
not act while the talks are in 
progress. 

Conventional Armaments: The 
Commission for Conventional 
Armaments approved over Rus- 
sian objections a plan for a world 
census of arms and armed fofces. 
This is expected to get Assembly 
approval but will not be effective | 
if the Russians do not co-operate. 

Little : Boycotted by 
the Russian bloc, the Little As- 
sembly has carried on in commit- 
tees. It decided to recommend it 
be put on a permanent basis. It 
has discussed ways and means of 
international co-operation in the 
political field. 

U.N. Field Service: This came 
up last year as a Lie proposal 
for a guard force. Several coun- 
tries objected to a force for “Ad- 
miral Lie.” A special committee 
drew up a plan for a field force 
of 300 men to protect missions in 


the field and for a U.N. panel of 
field observers who could be called 
on in connection with truce en- 
forcement, plebescites and other 
matters. The Russian, Polish and 
Czech members of the special 
committee objected. 


Human Rights: The delegates 
are expected to take up again the 
issue of human rights involved in 


the cases of Cardinal Mindszenty 
of Hungary, 
clergymen jailed in Bulgaria. To 
these issues, Australia has raised

Reported Under 
Arms in Russia 


Expansion Going 
On, Senate Report 
‘on Military Aid 
Bill Asserts. i 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP) 

WO Senate committees reported 

T today that Russia has more 

than 5,000,000 men under arms 

and is stepping up its military 
might. 

This estimate of Soviet military 
strength was given by the Senate 
Foreign Relations and Armed 
Services Committees in a formal 
report on the Administration’s 
proposed $1,314,000,000 foreign 
arms aid bill. The report accused 
the Soviet Union of carrying .out 
“apparently a deliberate” policy of 
increasing its military strength. 

Russia increased its military 

budget for 1949 over 1948 by 19 
per cent and its ground forces 
“are estimated to be in better con- 
dition than at any time since the 
war,” the report said. The Sen- 
ators said the Soviet force in Ger- 
many has been boosted from 70,- 
000 to 100,000. men with “increased 
security measures along its bor- 
ders (of Russia) and the borders 
of its satellites.” 
“All of this . activity demon- 
strated,” the report said, “that in 
the face of the complete demobili- 
zation of the forces of the United 
States and the European nations, 
and, without a complete program 
of military improvement, Soviet 
policy has been and is to increase 
its military strength. This pol- 
icy is apparently a ‘deliberate one 
on the part of the Soviet Govern- 
ment and would exist whether or 
not the program of aid to free 
nations is undertaken by the 
United States.” 

The Senate will open debate 
next week on the foreign arms 
bill, Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, will direct the fight for 
the bill to rearm friendly nations 
and strengthen them against Com- 
munist attack. 

Most of the arms aid for the 
North Atlantic treaty nations, the 
report said, will go to France 
which is expected to furnish the 
hard core of ground resistance to 
any invasion of Western Europe. 

“Assistance iS also to be extend- 
ed to the governments of Norway 
and Denmark,” the report added. 
“These countries, which have cour- 
ageously abandoned their historic 
policy of neutrality and joined 
with other free nations in an ef- 
fort to obtain collective security, 
sorely require assistance to im- 


tary establishments.” 

Aid will be given to Italy also, it 
‘was said, but the report added 
that the United States does not 
propose in any way to assist or 
condone any violation of (the Ital- 
ian) treaty, and the program: of 
assistance will. be carefully lim- 
ited so as to insure that Italian 
strength does not exceed the lim- 
itations imposed by the treaty.

HEE eve of a United Nations 

General Assembly is an oppor- 

tune time to review the past 
and look to the future. Unfortu- 
nately there is as yet no peace, 
only an uneasy stage of transition, 
but the nations of the world are 
much nearer a general modus 
vivendi today than they wére even 
a year ago. 

The United Nations General As- 
sembly has played a most impor- 
tant part in this improvement in 
international relations. There is no 
country so great that it can 
lightly flout the public opinion of 
the rest of the world; there is no 


country so small that it cannot, 
to some extent, influence world 
opinion. We have seen disputes 
and differences that were dead- 
locked in the Security Council 
brought to the Assembly and 
dealt with on a just and reason- 
able basis. 

Had there been no international 
forum such as the Assembly, some 
of these disputes would have led 
to bloodshed and greater human 
suffering. 

After four years of work by the 
United Nations, it is now possible 
to set down certain principles of 
behavior which are coming to 
accepted as the basis of interna- 
tional conduct. 

The principle of investigation:

NE significant unreported disagreement arose in the talks on 
Asia policy this week between Secretary of State Dean- Acheson 


and British Foreign Secretary 


Ernest Bevin. There was general 


agreement on policy in Japan, Southeast Asia and India, Contrary 
to report, there was no dispute about Hong Kong; Bevin flatly told 
Acheson that the British mean to defend Hong Kong if it is attacked, 
but that there is no present intention of asking for United States 
help. Bevin, however, refused to go along with Acheson on economic 


policy in China. 


The State Department wants 
the power, in effect, to cut off 
China's trade with the West. 

The British, with their vast 
holdings in China, want only to 
control the shipment of war ma- 
terial and munitions. 

This ent, which deeply 
affects British-American policy in 
Asia, clearly springs from the 
desperate economic plight of the 
British. It will only end when 
the threat of British economic 
collapse is ended. 

Yet more significant than the 
outcome of the Acheson-Bevin 
talks is the simple fact that a 
positive and vigorous U.S. policy 
in Asia is now at last being 
evolved, thanks to the efforts of 
able Ambassador-at-Large Philip 
Jessup. Jessup was recently as- 
signed by Acheson to examine the 
whole range of American Far 
Eastern policy, and to come up 


with a series of recommendations 


for American action. 

The work of Jessup and his 
staff is still in the thinking: stage, 
and there is a wide gulf between 
thinking and action, but at least 
the thinking has been intelligent 
and imaginative. 

One Project Under Study. 

One project which Jessup and 
his staff have been considering 
calls for an American supreme 
commander for the battle for 
Asia. 

Through no efforts of its own, 
the State Department will now 
get a discretionary kitty of $75,- 
000,000 under the military aid pro- 
gram, to fight this battle. If this 
money is to be spent in dribs and 
drabs, without any coherent plan 
or central authority, it will be 
wasted. It is proposed instead 
that a man of stature be found to 
spend the money where it will do 
the most good. He could use it 
to straighten the centers of re- 
sistance to the Communists in 
China or to arm. non-Communists 
in Southeast Asia or to promote 
American interests in such other 
Ways as he saw fit. 

Moreover, he would control all 
American trade with China. With- 
in very broad limits he would 
have the authority to take what- 
ever action seemed necessary to 
promote the central American 
objective in Asia—a grouping of 
sovereign national states strong 
enough to withstand the Kremlin’s 
drive for power.

This reviewer was particularly 
edified by Mr. Perelman’s senti- 
mental journeys into the classic 
literature of yesteryear as repre-

Members of a younger genera- 
tion, however, may feel excluded. 
Groucho Marx could have told 
Mr. Perelman that you can’t bur- 
lesque something unless some- 
body in your audience has taken 
it seriously. And too many read- 
ers I’m afraid have never taken 
Elinor Glynn or Warner Fabian 
one way or the other. They've 
never heard of them. 

“Listen to the Mocking Bird” 
shows that Perelman is still a 
master of the exploding hyper- 
bole and other devices of the 
slapstick satirist. Those who are 
disappointed in the text, how- 
ever, will find that the pictures 
by Al Hirschfeld are worth at 
least $2. The book sells for

maxim is always say no because

While it is pleasant enough 
reading, what starts out to be a 
first rate ribbing of the mag- 
nolia widow personality ends up 
innocuously with everyone satis- 
fied without too much effort or 
disturbance, almost as if the au- 
thor had relented and found he 
could not put his characters 
through the plot originally in- 
tended after all. The good inten- 
tions are plain enough but some- 
how the story, like Octavia’s gar- 
deners, just “dwindles away.”

Obviously Mr. Myers has some- 
thing more in mind than a simple 
tale of adventure, though on the 
surface his book is just that. He 
has things to say about our sys- 
tem of morals, and Shandon’s 
quest is always for the happy 
life. In the final episodes of the 
book, which borrow heavily from 
Dante, Shandon is forced to wit- 
ness the punishments meted out 
to sinners in the Pit. 

Mr.’ Myers has succeeded, let 
us say, in writing a swash- 
buckling tale of adventure, 
though he has failed almost en- 
tirely to make any of his charac- 
ters live. He has also succeeded 
in making us recall many of the 
great pieces of writing of the 
western world. Whether he has 
succeeded in the very difficult 
task of giving real meaning to 
his allegory is debatable. Many 
a reader will follow Shandon's 
quest through to the Hippocrene 
spring without discovering any 
news truths of life.

truth about her lover comes as 
slowly and as believably as do 
the revelations which real life 
brings concerning our friends. 
So, too, are the double doubts" 
and suspicions about Michael’s 
sudden and unexpected death 
during the war. 

The dialogue throughout is 
good. If one thing distinguishes 
British fiction- from our. own it 
is the capacity of the British 
novelist to write conversation 
which is entertaining without be- 
ing unconvincing. The secret of 
the British novelist is that he 
so often chooses to write about 
superior people. 


HE book, then, is arresting 
T and entertaining. What of 

its failures? First, as to 
depth: the novel never quite 
seems to apply to anyone but 
the immediate characters. Its 
one universal lesson, the funda- 
mental unknowableness of other 
people, never altogether tran- 
scends Caroline’s gradual percep- 
tion of the truth; never so as 
to constitute an overwhelming 
tragic revelation. 

Then, the resolution of the 
novel—a contentment which Car- 
oline finds in the company of 
her lover’s widow—does not ring 
true on either a naturalistic or 
symbolic level. This content- 
ment, which is a result of Caro- 
line’s gradually developing un- 
derstanding and affection for 
this woman, appears to contra- 
dict the truth which the book 
earlier expresses. Either the 
problem is false, or the final 
synthesis; they can’t both be 
true—not, anyway, in an inte- 
grated work of art. 

Nevertheless, Miss Frankau’'s 
novel is worth reading. She is 
a good story-teller; such a good 
one, in fact, that she can't suf- 
ficiently dominate her own story. 
‘When she learns to do that, she 
will have become a fine novelist.

The union filed 
an unfair labor practice charge 
against the company last week, 
Gibbons announced, 

Negotiations for a new Wage 
contract, to replace an agreement 
expiring last June, began with a 
union demand for. an increase of 
25 cents an hour. ‘The demand 
was reduced to 15 cents follow- 
ing conferences in which a repre- 
sentative of the United States 
Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
ice participated. Another meet- 
ing had been scheduled for to- 
morrow. 

C. J. Wilmot, warehouse mant- 
ager, said the strike was the first 
in the 12 years the company has 
had a union agreement. Wilmot 
said the union had taken the re- 
quired legal steps leading to a 
strike, but the walkout came as 
a surprise in view of the agree- 
ment to meet again tomorrow. 
The top wage rate has been $1.40 
an hour for a 40-hour week, with 
time and a half for Saturday 
work. The Penney Co, operates 
seven retail stores in the St. Louis 
area. 


SOUTH CAROLINA PROFESSOR

COLUMBIA, S.C., Sept. 17 (AP) 
—Prof. Russell B. Maxey of the 
University of South Carolina was 
convicted tonight of trying to 
murder a woman who scorned his 
love. 

A jury that was out less than 
an hour found him guilty of bur- 
glary with jntent to commit mur- 
der and of assault with intent to 
kill in the savage pistol-whipping 
of Ann B. Pierce, a nurse. 

Sentence will be passed next 
week. It could be as little as five . 
years, or as much as life, despite 
the jury’s recommendation of 
mercy. If the judge folléws the 
mercy recommendation, the sen- 
tence usually is 40 years or less on 
a life prison sentence charge.

However, Senator Magnuson 
(Dem.), Washington, conceded 
they may have to wait for the re- 
turn of Chairman McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, from a _ three- 
weeks European trip before they 
can get clearance on the appoint- 
ment from the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 

McCarran, on the opposite side

Minton was a graduate stu- 
dent and Taft was a former 
President, later to become Chief 
Justice of. the Supreme Court. 
Minton said he took exception 
to an explanation made by 
Taft. concerning a Supreme 
Court decision which said a 
fisherman’s netsycould be de- 
stroyed if he fished’ in nav- 
igable waters in violation of 
navigation rules. 

“I’m afraid, Mr. Minton, that 
if you don’t like the way this 
law has been interpreted you 
will have to get on the Supreme 
Court and change it,” Taft 
said. : 

The statement was prophetic. 
Minton was appointed to the 
Supreme Court Thursday by 
President Truman, succeeding 
the late Justice Wiley B. Rut- 
ledge. Rutledge was a former 
head of the Washington Uni- 
versity law school, in St. Louis. 

Minton said he argued with 
Taft that “due process” had not 
been upheld in court’s decision 
in the fisherman’s case. 

“My natural inclination was 
to be for that poor devil out 
there fishing,” he recalled. “I 
thought the legislature had no 
right to order his, nets de- 
stroyed and it was confisca- 
tion of his property withou 
due process of law.” “i

Amid shouts of, “Hello, Shay, 
come in,” he joined the Republi- 
can gathering. To prove that 
Judge Minton is never stuffy, he 
posed for a picture with then 
United States Senator Raymond’ 
E. Willis, who had deefated Min- 
ton for re-election. 


The judge attends other meet- 
ings also, even since being named 
to the Circuit Court. He often 
goes to Democratic state conven- 
tions and Indiana Democratic Edi- 
torial Association meetings. 


Never taking part formally in 
the business affairs, he sees and 
talks to all of those who crowd 
around him. 


He also participates in activities 
of the alumni association of In- 
diana University, where he played 
baseball and football. : 


Rumor Surprised Him. 


The judge’s surprise at being 
named .to the highest court came 
before the telephone call from the 
President. 


“It was the rumor that surprised 
me,” he observed. By the time 
the phone cal] from the White 
House came the appointment was 
no surprise, he added. 


“We had talked over appoint- 
ments for others, but never one 
for me,” the judge said. 

The judge, a fiery speaker, Was | 
a 100 per cent New Dealer from 
the start. Eventually he became 
an administrative assistant to 
President Roosevelt. 


Campaigning for the Senate in 
1934 on the human rights versus 
property rights issue, Minton 
made a vigorous campaign .and 
coined the phrase famous over 
Indiana: “You can’t eat the Con- 
stitution.” 


He considers himself neither 
conservative nor liberal, he said 
after the Supreme Court appoint- 
ment was announced. 


“I simply make decisions on the 
merits of the case,” he stated. 


The start of the judge’s political 
eareer for high office was marked 
by defeat, as was his last time 
out. * 
In 1920 the young lawyer Min- 
ton, fresh from overseas service as 
a captain on Gen, John J. Persh-

ing’s staff, ran for Congress and 
was defeated. 

His last appearance on the bal- 
lot was in 1940, when Willis de- 
feated him for re-election to the 
Senate.

The Minton family lives well, if 
net Juxuriously, in a beautiful 
home in a grove in Silver Hills, a 
residential district high above the 
Ohio river in this southern Indi- 
ana town. 


Friends drop in quite often for 
a quiet evening. : 

The Judge, who broke his leg 
this summer in a fall down his 
steps, was quite ill in 1945 and 
spent several’ weeks in the Be- 
thesda (Md.) naval hospital. 


President Truman gave him a 
gold-headed cane for use while 
he recuperated.

PRAGUE, Sept. 17 (AP)—The 
Prague radio tonight 
accused the Czechoslovak Roman | 
Catholic hierarchy of “lying and 
deep-rooted hostility toward our 
people’s democratic regime.” 

The battle was over the gov- 
ernment’s proposed new church 
control law, which would make 
every churchman a civil servant 


and put all churches under tight 
government control. 

The government, through its 
information channels, threatened 
jail for “diversionist activity” to 
any bishop, priest or pastor who 
opposed the bill. 

Roman tholic opponents of 
this. bill ve already declared 
that the big majority of the 7000 
priests in Czechoslovakia have 
notified the government they are 
uncompromisingly opposed to it. 

The government, on the other 
hand, said most priests favored 
it and that the flood of protests 
it has received were “dictated by 
force by the bishops.” 

“The high Catholic clergy,” said 
the official radio, “is using the 
church bill as a new basis of | 
disruptive activity against the 
working people and the republic. 

“Some vicars, without taking 
into consideration the interests of 
the church and the ’ Catholic 
clergy, ... are forcing their sub- 
ordinates by terror to sign ready- 
made resolutions, the lying con- 
tents of which are proof of théir 
deep-rooted hostility toward the 
popular democratic regime.” 

“On one side, ‘then, stands a 
handful of adventurers and agi- 
tators. On the other side stands 
the immense majority of priests, 
refusing the low insults upon the 
workers and the government and 
applauding the text of the pre- 
posed law. 

“The majority know that the | 
new law, coming into effect in 
the near future, will enable them 
to devote themselves fully and 
without apprehension to the ma- 
terial needs of their religious and 
moral mission.” 


U.S. PACIFIC FLEET 
NOW PREPARED 
FOR ATOMIC WAR 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Sept. 17 
(UP)—A Navy radiological expert 
revealed today that every warship 


and naval air squadron of the Pa- 
cific fleet now is prepared for 
atomic war. 

In an interview, Comdr. J. C. 
Oldfield, officer in charge of all 
atomic decontamination for the 
air forces of the Pacific fleet, said 
all units are equipped for defense 
against radioactivity exposure. 

Each unit has a specialist as- 
signed to it who has been trained 
in decontamination of both ships 
and men, Oldfield said, 

“They are set up to handle two 
problems,” Oldfield declared, “pro- 
tection of personnel and cleaning 
of a ship that has been made 
dangerous.” 

Oldfield, who took part in the 
recent secret atom bomb tests at 
Eniwetok, said treatment of per- 
sonnel was very similar to that 
given men who have been exposed 
to poison gas, 

“The men are stripped and 
washed thoroughly in running wa- 
ter. All clothing that has been 
contaminated is either thrown 
away or sent away to be cleaned. 
A man is. checked carefully with 
instruments after decontamination 
to make sure he si clear. If he is 
not, he is sent throygh again.

“The big problem is in deécon- | - 


taminating a ship once it has en- 
tered a radioactive area. However, 
with techniques and material de- 
veloped, we are overcoming that 
problem too.”

Brankov charged that Allen W. 
Dulles, head of the Office of 
Strategic Services (OSS) in Eu- 
rope during World War Il, was 
linked with the purported plot. 
He said Winston Churchill, Brit- 
ain’s war-time prime m , 
sought early in the war to pro- 
mote British-American influence 
in Yugoslavia and Hungary 
through spying. 


(The United Press quoted Bran- 
kov as saying the United States 
and Britain promised military 
support to Tito if he would fight 
Russia.)

Palffy, former commander of 
Hungary’s Army as chief inspec- 
tor, told the court he functioned 
in that office as “chief of spies.” 
He said he and his co-defendants 
plamned to kill WMungary’s top 
Communist officials and seize the 
country with Yugloslav help “by 
the end of May at the latest.”

rn. After a few questions on 
the training of pointers and set- 
ters, flushing of cbveys and like 
subjects, a lively discussion aprang 
up about what is the best foot- 
wear to use in the field. That, 
it seemed, was a big question in 
most minds—young and old. 

How could one spend a day 
hunting in the field and keep the 
lower extremities reasonably com- 
fortable? 

Some said that no matter how 
they “doctored” leather boots 
their feet got wet just the same 
after a few hours on damp ground. 

Others pointed out that when 
they wore low-cut shoes or a 
mocassin-type gear, they collected 
shoefuls of seeds and stubble. 
High boots, on the other hand, 
made some men a little stiff- 
legged and proved cramping to 
those with large calves. 

The consensus of several old- 
times was that a 12-inch rubber 
boot, was thé best solution to the 
problem. 

Sam Sparks, Quail Hunters’ 
president, said: “It’s strange how 
some of us older men had the 
same opinion on this 12-inch rub- 
ber boot, although we had never 
exchanged ideas on the subject be- 
fore. 

“For years, I've tried high and 
low footwear, leather and rubber, 
trying to get something suitable 
for field work. This type boot 
seems to be the answer. It’s light 
and tough and just high enough.”

Alben W. Barkley Is No Ordinary Vice President, and

No Ordinary Man, for That’ Matter—'Just About; 
as Insignificant as a Typhoon’ | 


HE marital speculation which 
T hovered about the head of 

Alben W. Barkley since he 
started making flying trips to St. 
Louis has created an interest in 
him of a type and magnitude 
seldom enjoyed by a mere vice 
president of the United States. 

But then, Barkley is no ordin- 
ary vice president. Even before 
the rumors of romance he had 
done a pretty good job of refuting 
the complaint of old John Adams, 
the first vice president, who des- 
cribed the job as “the most in- 
significant office ever the inven-* 
tion of man contrived.” 

Barkley is about as insignifi- 
cant as a typhoon. By the time 
he had been in office a year he 
had become the most widely 
traveled, seen and heard vice 
president in the nation’s history. 
He receives an average of four 
speaking invitations a day, from 
all parts of the country. He fills 
as many as he can, averaging 
about two speeches a week. This 
may not seem like a hard schedule 
until: you realize they are often 
at.opposite sides of the country. 
One week he was in San Francisco 
on Thursday, Los Angeles on Fri- 
day, back to Louisville, Ky., on 
Saturday night, In his home town 
of Paducah for a little visit on 
Sunday ree ey and=back in 
Washington, D.C. Sunday night 
for the opening of a Red Cross 
drive, 

After presiding ‘all day over the 
Senate, he has been Known to fly 
as far as Dayton, O., before din- 
ner, to be on hand for a speech. 
He eleeps on planes, on airport 
benches and in railroad stations, 
His travels alone, aside from his 
other duties as vice president, 
would have the ordinary man 
eomplaining of occupational fa- 
tigue. ; 

But then, Barkley is no more 
an ordinary man than he is an 
ordinary vice president. He stands 
five feet 10 inches tall and weighs 
198 pounds, most of which repre- 
sents solid muscle. At the age of 
72 he has all his own teeth (which 
he scrubs assiduously three times 
a day) and is possessed of the 
physical and mental vigor of a 
man a couple of decades younger. 
His associates agree that should 
he have to step into the presi- 
dency, no one need feel any alarm 
regarding hig physica] and mental 
powers. 


He boasts that he has never had 
a headache, a nervous stomach or 
a moment of insomnia, and he 
looks like the kind of man who 
would have rio patience with such 
ills. “His head is large, his mouth 
is wide, his features are rugged 
and ‘his eyes are‘small, shrewd and 
reflecting a sense of humor which 
is widely recognized.

their lives. “Psychiatrists tell us 
that to practically everyone at 
some time in his life comes the 
thought of suicide, in a greater or 
lesser degree. There is no class 


distinction when sorrow and des- . 


pair strike—and no age level. Peo- 
ple really don't want to commit 
suicide. Given one ray of hope they 


will postpone it. But where and 
to whom can they turn for this. 


hope?”

HIEF counsellor of the 
C Save-a-Life League, which 
has its headquartera at 505 
Fifth avenue, is Lona B. Bon- 
nell. Miss Bonnell has listened 
to the stories of thousands of 
people so discouraged that they 
considered self-destruction. She, 
like Harry Warren, has no for- 
mula and says that no two of 
the cases she has ever handled 
were alike. But she does have 
some rules for cultivating an 
inner strength that may save 
you from ever entertaining the 
thought of suicide: 


First, think of others, Think- 
ing only of yourself, is the 
surest way on earth to bri 
on unhappiness. 

Second, Keep busy. Human

The present president of the 
League, Harry M. Warren, is a 
strapping six-footer, who looks 
more like a bank president than 
a man who has devoted his life 
to talkiig people out of the idea 
of blowing out their brains.

DUBUQUE, Ia., Sept. 17. 
QO military outfit could get 
N away with it. in peacetime. 
** The food is meager, the beds 
hard, the hours long. Talking is 
forbidden. Reveille is at 2 a.m. 
It’s the last place you'd expect to 
find an ex-G.I. 

But 22 of them gladly accept the 
discipline in the old limestone 
building surrounded by rolling 
Iowa fields. They could leave if 
they wanted to. They stay because 
they like the commanding officer, 
Their “C.0.” now is God. 

The 22 World War II veterans 
are Trappist monks — Cistercians 
of the Strict Observance. Their 
hair is clipped short and they 
wear long white or brown robes. 

The veterans who have answered 
the call to the strictest of all mo- 
nastic orders have swelled the 
ranks of the century-old Trappist 
monastery to a record total of 86. 

The new Melleray monastery is 
13 miles southwest of Dubuque. 
The monks support themselves by 
farming, a practice of Trappists 
the world over. Nearly all the 
monks work in their fertile fields, 
orchards and range lands. The 
farm is such a big operation that 
the monks have 15 hired hands to 
help them. ; 

But farming and other manual 
labor are only incidental in the 
life of a Trappist monk. His real 
work, the young monk learns, is 
“offering reparation, adoration, 
praise, glory and: thanksgiving to 
God.” By their rigid self-denial 
and long hours of worship the 
Trappists hope to atone for the 
world’s “thoughtlessness, forget- 
fulness, defiance and even hatred 
of God.”

Why does this life appeal to 
the young war veterans? With

Like 
Thomas Merton,.who wrote the 
best selling “The Seven Storey 
Mountain” at another Trappist 
monastery in entucky, they 
Came to New Melleray in search 
of contentment and peace they 
could not find in the world. 

The decision of Thomas J. Mc-

typical and sudden. It surprised 
him as much as it did his friends. 


“I never knew what I wanted 
to do in my whole life,” he said. 
He is Brother Malachy now and 
he wore his long white robe when 
he came to the reporter’s room in 
the guest house of the monastery.

Few of the Trappists lived on 
farms before they entered New 
Melleray, but all have become 
good farmers, keeping pace with 
the latest developments in agricul- 
ture. The monks have all types 
of modern farm machinery, in- 
cluding combines. 

The chief income of the monas- 
tery is from the sale of milk, beef 
cattle and hogs. The monks have 
a dairy herd of about 50 purebred 
Holsteins. Each year they fatten 
and sell about 200 beef cattle, 
some of which sold for nearly: $300 
each last year. 

Brother Martin, once an insur- 
ance claim adjuster in Philadel- 
phia, tends a thousand Leghorn 
laying hens. They produce an 
average of 50 dozen eggs a day 
for the Chicago market. 

The monks raise hay, corn and 
oats for livestock feed on the 1000 
acres under cultivation. They have 
a large vegetable garden, a vine- 
yard and two orchards, mostly in 
apples.

HE word handkerchief (cor- 
T rect pronunciation: HANG- 
ker-chiff) is a linguistic curi- 
osity. The word kerchief means 
“a covering for the head.” We 
needed a word to designate a 
piece of cloth to be carried in or 
used by the hand, so we grafted 
the word hand onto kerchief, 
creating a word that literally 
means “a hand head covering.”

| other term to describe a piece of 


cloth worn in the pocket, and

Chaperon, noun and verb, in 
the modern meaning, originally 
was an Americanism, although it 
is now used freely by the British 
and French. 

Chaperon is a French noun

But because George L- Andrews, 
former district attorney of Tioga 
County, N. Y., recently discovered 
44 original Mathew Brady nega- 
tives in his Oswego barn attic, the 
combination makes sense. 

Mathew Brady was the famed 
Civil War photographer whose 
pioneering coverage of the battle 
fronts made him this country’s 
first combat photographer and 
photo historian. 

The treasure angle ‘was con- 
firmed when the. Ansco division of 
the General Aniline & Film Corp. 
of Binghamton bought these orig- 
inal glass plates for a goodly sum, 
they say, though the exact figure 
was not announced. 

The 44 negatives include such 
famous Americans as: President 
Ulysses S. Grant; Civil War Gen- 
erals George Armstrong Custer, 
Philip H. Sheridan, Winfield S. 
Hancock and John A, Logan; Ed- 
win M. Stanton, Lincoln's Secre- 
tary of War; Hamilton Fish, 
Grant’s Secretary of State; James 
G. Blaine, Secretary of State un- 
der Garfield and Harrison and a 
five-time candidate for the presi- 
dency. , 

The glass plates, wrapped in 
Washington (D. C.) newspapers 
dated 1866 and packed in wooden 
boxes, were in an excellent state 
of preservation. They produced 
brilliant, sparkling prints that 


confirmed Brady’s reputation as 


an outstanding photographic 
craftsman. The portraits made 
with primitive apparatus and 


lighting facilities rival any pro- 
duced today with the most mod- 


A few of these pictures, particu- 
larly of Gen. Grant and Gen. Cus- 
ter, are said to be new and hither- 
to unpublished. Frederick H. 
Meserve, New York authority and 
owner of the largest private 


Brady collection, appraised the 44 


negatives as a “rare find.” 

“Tt is a matter of pure chance— 
and luck,” he added, “that the 
barn in which they were stored 
was just the ideal place for their 
preservation.” 

Attic-cleaning Andrews found the 
negatives among his mother’s ef- 
fects. She had inherited them 
from the widow of Andrew Bur- 
gess, a noted gunsmith, who 
bought and operated Brady’s Na- 
tional Photograph Gallery in 
Washington. 

The find. focuses attention once 
more on some interesting angles 
of the Mathew Brady story. 

First, the tremendous number of 
“Brady photos” that exist. He 
didn’t take all of them himself. 
They are the combined results of 
the many studios, assistants and 
expeditions which he set up, em- 
ployed and financed after his 
early, personal success, They are 
his planning and directing. Due 
to his imagination and ability, the 
country ha& an accurate picture of 
the top personalities of the period 
and vital struggle through the col 
lections of:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. 
EFENSE * SECRETARY | 
JOHNSON, who came into his 
job with the avowed intention 

of banging heads together if nec- 
essary to enforce armed forces 
harmony—and has banged some— 
is treading cautiously in the latest 
flare-up. Why is not yet clear. 

He has let it be known that 
at least for the present he is 
keeping hands off the case of 
Navy Capt. John G. Crommelin, 
who spoke publicly and sharply 
about high level military policy- 
making and its treatment of the 
Navy. ° 

Johnson has left the thorny 
problem with Navy Secretary 
Matthews (who was indorsed by 
Johnson for that post), and Presi- 
dent Truman told a press confer- 
ence the matter ws; being han- 
dled capably and would remain in 
Matthews’s hands. 


For his part, 
these actions: 


1. Issued an initial statement 
in which he said he contemplated 
no disciplinary action at that time. 


2. Scotched a plan within the 
Navy to transfer Crommelin from 
his work for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff (the unified military high 
command) to another post made 
vacant by a rear admiral. 

3. Sent him instead to work in 
the Air Warfare Division of the’ 
Office of Deputy Chief of Naval 
Operations for Air, under the’ 
command of a rear admiral. 

Matthews said Crommelin’s 
statement about the way unifica- 
tion operated “disqualified” him 
for further assignment to the 
Joint Chiefs organization. 

Crommelin, although of senior 
rank, is still subject to all the 
many and rigid Navy regulations. 
Even a mere official reprimand 
in his file could damage his pros- 
pects for promotion. 

But figures more powerful than 
the naval aviation captain are in- 
ve'ved in this new quarrel. 

For one, there is Adm. William 
F. (Bull) Halsey, hero of the Pa- 
cific war. The Armed Forces 
claim some control over the public 
e::pressions of officers no longer 
on active duty (like Halsev), but 
practical tests of. this authoritv 
suggest it is pretty ‘much limited 
to military secrets and not policy 
mtters. 

Thus Halsey and others like him 
can speak their minds. 

The reason for Johnson’s un- 
usval patience may be that he is 
making a reconnaissance of the 
power of such men in public and 
administration quarters before de- 
ciding whether to lock horns with 
them. There seems no reason to 
believe he wovld worry over a 
mere Navy captain.

Except for 15 cities in the Met- 
ropolitan New York and New Jer- 
sey area within 75 miles of Times 
Square building, costs in 11 Missis- 
sippi river and west central states 
have been more stable the last six 
months than for any other section 
of the country, writes Myron L. 
Matthews in the Dow Service

Humidity Helps 
Heating Plant 
In the Winter 


“It isn’t the heat, it’s the humid- 
ity” is a common summertime 
comment used to explain the 
sticky, uncomfortable feeling ex- 
perienced on hot, muggy days. 
There’s a lot of truth to this state- 
ment, too, only the scientist might 
amend it slightly by blaming the 
“high relative humidity.” 

Relative humidity means the ra- 
tio between the amount of water 


‘vapor contained in air at any giv- 
en temperature and the total 
amount of water vapor which air 


at the same temperature Would [Bess 


contain if it were saturated. 

The ability of air to hold moist- 
‘ure—or vapor—is directly 
dependent on the temperature of 
the air. At low temperatures : 
cubic foot of air can hold only 
small amount of water vapor. Yt 
high temperatures a cubic foot of 
air can hold much larger quanti- 
ties of moisture. 

At any given temperature there 
is a maximum amount of water 
vapor that air can contain. This 
is called the “saturation point.” It 
can hold no more. If the tempera- 
ture of saturated air is lowered, 
its ability to hold moisture is re- 
duced. It can no longer hold the 
moisture which it held at the high- 
.er temperature. This surplus 
moisture must settle out; so, it 
rains or snows—depending on the 
prevailing temperature of the air. 

Body Cools Itself. 

As. the hot summer air, thirsty 
for moisture, passes over lakes, 
streams, forests, fields, even your 
front lawn, it absorbs moisture 
like a sponge. It is close to the 
“saturation point.” It has a high 
relative humidity. 

In the meantime, with the rise 
in the summer temperature the 
human body automatically tries 
to cool you off by sending out 
perspiration to your skin because 
the evaporation of the perspira- 
tion would lower your skin tem- 
perature, The evaporation of one 
pound of perspiration will remove 
about 1000 b.t.u.s from the nee 2 
one b.t.u. being approximate] 
amount of heat produced by 
ing one match. But the high ae 
centage of moisture already in the 
air—the high relative humidity— 
makes it unable to absorb your 
perspiration at a rate fast enough 
to cool you. So, you sweat, brother. 
In fact, it drips off you because 
the air is unable to dry you. 

Now, humidity—or moisture in 
the air—ig a good thing and very 
necessary to healthful living. It is 
only when it gets out of proper 
pee or when the relative 

umidity is teo high or too low, 
that the human body becomes un- 
- comfortable. study, heat- 
ing scientists have learned to 
utilize proper humidification to 
benefit humans during the neat 
ing season. 


Help. 
During the winter months, prop- 
erly humidified indoor air at 70 
degrees will fee] warmer and more 
comfortable than dry air at 75 
degrees, It will be more healthful, 
too, because the drier air, ever 
thirsty, will rob the mucous mem- 
branes of the nose and throat in 
its insatiable search for moisture. 
This often leads to lowered phys- 
ical resistance to colds and infec- 
tions.

BEFORE WET WEATHER

flowers, Adjoining their yard, to

Reconversion of this run-down 

yard was quite a task, Mrs. Blum 
admits. 
‘ “Five years we have been at it, 
and I have done most of it. Some- 
times’ I stay in the garden most 
of the day, and the beauty of it 
is, you never know what time it 
is. I call this my ‘health, labora- 
tory* It pays dividends, and you 
get a lot of pleasure out of it. 

The rose garden was developed 
on the site of the old house, and

| sd jand tons of earth were required 
| to make the fill, so the Blums 
| kept a wary eye for likely looking 
dirt that was being hauled from 
excavations. Soil was analyzed 
before it was dumped, and many 
a load that failed to pass the test. 
was discarded. As a result, their 
roses enjoy an exceptionally deep 
and friable loam. 

“Since we brought in new 
ground to make the beds, I knew 
just what I had,” Mrs, Blum says. 
“The soil was loose, and we have 
perfect drainage. We had soil 
samples from several of the beds 
analyzed this spring, and all of 
them were nearly perfect.” 

Touch of Formality. 

Mrs. Blum planned the garden 
and laid out small beds in a 
geometric pattern. Pieces of the 
walks and steps from the old 
house were broken up and used 
for paths in place of flagging. A 
square paved area in the center of 
the garden has a stone fountain 
for a focal point. Ornamental 
stone benches, and tree roses of 
the Dawn family add another 
touch of formality. The garden 
is partially enclosed with hedges 
of white flowered rose-of-sharon, 
faced with borders of pink flori- 
bunda roses. Climbing roses cover 
the rustic arbor and fences, and 
Pines and junipers are used for 
accent.

T INDIANAPOLIS, where it was founded 

November 20, 1886, the Grand Army of 

the Republic held its last encampment. Of 
the six frail, weary men who responded to the 
call to the eighty-third annual meeting, the 
youngest was 100. Only twice in the four-day 
session were all six able to assemble. 

The first time was at a reception, where 
delegations of allied orders paraded through the 
room, greeting the venerable men in blue uni- 
forms that hung slackly from stooped shoulders. 
All were present again at the final business 
meeting, held in the hotel parlor 9f Commander- 
in-Chief Theodore A. Penland. 

Vice Commander Chappel was too weak to 
attend the final campfire, as the G. A. R. terms 
the concluding program of its conventions. The 
five others sat in places of honor as the 
United States Marine Band chorus sang “Old 
Soldiers Never Die.” As the six took leave of 
one another, it was announced that some might 
attend future conventions of the five affiliated 


groups: The National Woman's Relief we 
Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 
Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War and its 
auxiliary. | 

Major B. F. Stephenson of Decatur, Illinois, 
who had been a volunteer surgeon in the war, 
did the first G. A. R. ‘organization work. At its 
founding convention, the G. A. R. had a turnout 
of 288 delegates from 11 states. It grew to a 
peak membership of 408,489 in 1890. Now there 
are 27 known Union veterans, 16 of whom are in 
the G. A. R. 

William H. Osborn of Joplin was the last 
G. A. R. member in Missouri. It was he who 
made the motion last year declaring the 1949 
encampment the last one, but he did not live to 
attend it. The G. A. R: will exist until the last 
member dies. Then it will be disbanded by the 
United States Supreme Court, its records going to 
the Congressional Library, its flags, badges and 
seal to the Smithsonian Institution.

Lamb Chops Broiled the Armenian Way 


Seasoned chops, laid on diced onions, are topped 
e with vegetables.

There’s treasure buried in speeches. It is 
a treasure of philosophy, of practical ad- 
vice for living, of faith and cheer. The edi- 
tors of PARADE, believing there are many 
such passages worth the attention of every 
American, begin here the occasional report- 
ing of speeches worth hearing. First choice 
is from a recent talk by Elsa Maxwell, 
famous hostess, broadcast by CBS: 


HAD A WONDERFUL FATHER. I was his 
only child. In 1907 my father sent for 
me and said, “I’m going to die and I’ve 
nothing to leave you. You’ve got to go out 
into the world and make your own living. 
How are you going to do it? First of all, 
you're nothing much to look at, never will 
be. Secondly, you have no name. And, 
thirdly, you haven’t any money. 

“Now, without looks, position, or money, 
what are you going to do?” “Well,” I re- 
plied, “I don’t know, Father. Tell me.” “I’m 
going to leave you a legacy,” he said. “It’s 
three rules. If you follow them, the world 
will be your oyster. They’re very simple: 
No. 1. Never be afraid of ‘they.’ ” 

“Who is ‘they’?” I inquired. 


The Unseen Enemy 


“You, him, it, me — anybody,” he an- 
swered. “People are more afraid of ‘they’ 
than anything else in the world. Strong 
generals will face courageously the most 
outrageous foes, yet be terrified of what 
‘they’ might say, ‘they’ might do.” 

“The second rule,” he said, “is even 
more important. Never collect inanimate 
objects. You can’t, for they collect you.” 
So, I thought, the more you own the more 
you are owned; therefore, I own nothing. 

And the third one was this: “Always 
laugh at yourself first. Everybody has a 
ridiculous side and the whole world loves 
to laugh at: somebody else. You do the 
laughing first, and the laughter of others 
falls off harmlessly.” I followed that, too.

A WET OCTOBER? 


For $4.80, the Weather Bureau gives you its best guesses 
By JOHN DEVANEY 


HIL CLAPP is a tall, studious young meteorol- 

ogist who is convinced that the social life of 

a weatherman is not altogether a happy one. 

“When the Bureau is wrong on a forecast,” he 

Says, “all I get from my friends is abuse. They 

never remember 85% of the predictions we hit 
right on the button.” | 

But this occupational hazard doesn’t scare Phil 
Clapp nor the rest of the Weather Bureau staff. 
Proof: the weathermen are now climbing farther 
out on a treacherous limb; they’re attempting 
to predict weather 30 days in advance. 

True, the forecasts are only experimental. 
_ They’re being turned out by Phil Clapp and 30 

other experts at the Bureau’s Extended Forecast 
Section in Washington, D. C., and Phil frankly 
admits that the predictions are now “only a little 
better than a calculated guess.” 

Nevertheless, more than 400 individuals and 
companies are shelling out $4.80 a year for them. 
They come twice a month. You can get them from: 
the Superintendent of Documents, Washington. 
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You may be disappointed at what you receive, 
though. The November forecast, for example, 
won't tell you whether the 22nd will be a good day 
for a picnic; nor will it give you any hint concern- 
ing the prospects for rain on Thanksgiving Day. 
It will only tell you: | 

1. Average temperature Will be much-above-nor- 
mal, above-normal, normal, below-normal, or 
much-below-normal compared to previous No- 
vembers in your area. 

2. Average rainfall will be light, moderate or 
heavy compared to normal for the month. 

With these general predictions, you get a table 
from which you can figure out the averages and 
compare them with the forecasts. 

Admittedly, predicting only averages is not very 
precise forecasting. Then why the demand? 

Well, the coal industry, for one, likes to know 
the monthly prospects for sales. And air-condi- 
tioning outfits, and fan-makers, like to know 
what the market demand may be. The farmer, 
too, is a big customer; he has a direct financial 


interest in the weather. This summer, for ex- 
ample, a drought cost farmers in the northeast- 
ern states millions of dollars. A $4.80 investment 
in the 30-day forecast service might have helped 
many of them in crop planning. The predictions 
for the northeastern area from mid-June to mid- 
July was “light rain.” To the forecasters, that 
usually means anything from two inches to noth- 
ing; the northeast got one to two inches. 

The long-range forecasters would like to make 
their predictions even more accurate. Right now 
their percentage of correct predictions is “far be- 
low” the 85% accuracy of the daily forecasts. 

There’s a lot of room for error when you’re pre- 
dicting weather 30 days in advance, for it requires 
a tremendous amount of data. For example, every 
six hours the Extended Forecast Section charts 
reports on the weather from 1,200 stations 
throughout the Northern Hemisphere (and that 
includes Russia). 

The daily forecasters also use these reports, of 
course. But in making their own predictions, the 
long-range weathermen play down local pecu- 
liarities (an important factor in daily forecast- 
ing). Explains Phil Clapp: “Unlike the 24-hour 
forecasters, we're not too much interested in sur- 
face conditions. From the reports coming in we 
plot the positions of major air currents moving 
across the hemisphere at two miles and higher. 

“We know that certain air currents cause cer- 
tain types of weather,” adds Phil. ““Thus by plot- 
ting the direction and speed of major air cur- 
rents, we can predict what the weather will be at 
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Here's what a recent ‘ansdiie temperature forecast sine like. 
Land areas in northern hemjsphere are marked ‘‘above’’ normal 
temperature, ‘much above,” ‘‘below"’ or ‘‘much below." The user 
consults an adjoining map to determine normal temperature, by 
comparison determines how warm or cold it will probably be. 
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The process is repeated when subscriber wants to find out the 
outlook for rain or snow. He consults the Bureau's accompanying 
‘‘normal"’ chart, then refers to map above. It shows him whether 
his area will have heavy, light, moderate or other precipitation. 
Comparing this with ‘normal,’ he knows what to expect. 


points touched by them. These currents move slowly, 
so predictions can be made up to a month ahead.” 
Phil Clapp and the other long-range forecasters, di- 
rected by Chief of the Section, Jerome Namias, don’t 
restrict themselves to 30-day predictions. They also turn 
out a five-day forecast, which is issued to press and radio. 
This five-day forecast is “slightly less accurate” than the 
daily forecasts. 
To make them more accurate, the weathermen stage 
: what they call “post-mortems.” 
: Every Friday afternoon they file into a sort of class- 
; room, and seat themselves at desks. Hanging from the 
blackboard in the front of the room are weather maps; 
standing in front of these maps (like a convict before a 
firing squad) is the forecaster who made last week’s pre- 
diction.

Question now is where the 30-day forecasts may lead. 
One Bureau worker (not a forecaster) is predicting 
weather trends 10 years in advance—as a hobby! 
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WHY DO THEY FIGHT? | 
There are 5,000 smalltime fighters like “Little Herky” Kamensky. 
Why do they keep on getting their faces pasted for peanuts? In this 


picture-story about “Little Herky” of McKees Rocks, Pa., you. will 
find some of the answers to questions you may have often asked.... 


LL OVER AMERICA each night last week big guys 
and little guys were slamming themselves 
around on canvas stages. Every night between 
8 p.m., eastern standard time, and 11 p.m., Pacific 
standard time, perhaps 100 fights were in prog- 
ress—involving some 200 sluggers. 

Some were “name” fighters, such as Jake La- 
Motta, and Steve Belloise, and Ray Robinson. 
For them a night’s purse might run to $25,000, 
and a year’s earnings from $75,000 to $150,000. 
But for every Ray Robinson and Jake LaMotta 
there were literally scores of “Little Herky” 
Kamenskys from big cities and from towns like 
McKees Rocks, Pa. Their take runs from $150 
(and that’s a lot) down to peanuts (some fight 
for recognition only). Some fight for wrist 
watches and radios. 

What about these little guys who go on slug- 
ging night after night? What keeps them going? 
What (and to what extent) do they think? How 
do they stand the constant punishment? 


HERE IS A BANTAMWEIGHT fighter in’ McKees 
Rocks, Pa., who in many ways is typical of the 
smalitime hopeful. 

His name is Robert James (“Little Herky’”) 
Kamensky. He’s about average in appearance: 
small, tough as nails, and friendly. His back- 
ground is about average: poor family, industrial 
neighborhood, high school graduate, wartime 
service in the Seabees. He is 24 years old. 

As a fighter he’s brave, not spectacular. His 
bravery and his tough punch have given him a 
good record. (In 15 pro fights he has won 10, lost 
three, drawn two.) As an amateur he hung a 
couple of small titles under his belt: one was the 
AAU 112-pound senior championship. 

He’s popular in his neighborhood, talks his 
fights over in the kitchen with his Dad, a former 
boxer now on a World War I pension. He has a 
trainer who works in the post office and a man- 
ager who runs a furniture store in Pittsburgh. In 
his manager, Al Slutsky, he is especially fortu- 
nate: most managers take 50% of the earnings 
of their charges. Slutsky as yet hasn’t taken a 
nickel from Herky Kamensky. “We can wait a 
while for that,” he smiles. “He’s going to be a 
big champ some day.” It’s a big night if Herky 
makes as much as $150. 

No big champ yet, after 10 years of it, Herky 
Kamensky hopes he isn’t getting punchy as so 
many fighters do. He began fighting when he 
was 14 and has taken some terrific punishment. 
He mutters to himself when he steps in the train- 
ing ring (“Gosh, I don’t feel so good . . . won’t 
last two rounds .. . timing is way off .. . can’t 
seem to punch very hard ...”), but that gutteral 
monologue, he feels, is no sign of being punchy. 

There is no “average” fighter, really. Every 
man has his special nature, his advantages and 
disadvantages. Herky Kamensky has some amaz- 
ing personal qualities. 

He’s clean-living, to begin with, and has a job 
($8.60 a day) heaving scrap steel around in a rail- 
road junk yard. But he is slight, wears gold- 


rimmed spectacles, has‘a sensitive chin that was 
never built for pasting. If he looks, in street 
clothes, like a mild little YMCA locker-clerk, the 
kids in McKees Rocks learned long ago that be- 
neath that cherubic exterior are muscles, and 
heart, as tough as the steel in the railroad yard. 

Herky is single, lives with his folks in a row 
of old “company” houses, and as a kid swam in 
the dingy Ohio river that runs through the “bot- 


toms” of McKees Rocks. His life has always beeri | 


clean; he’s respected by his neighbors. He was a 
handsome kid in his youth. He doesn’t look like 
a fighter. He was not an argumentative kid. 
Why, then, does a kid like that fight? 
“T like to feel other guys’ fists beating all over 
my face,” he says, simply. 


The Spectators Can't Believe It 


HERE’S MORE to it than that, of course. He first 

tried on the gloves out of curiosity, in a Mc- 
Kees Rocks gym. At that time he was making ex- 
tra pennies as a huckster, selling fruit and run- 
ning a magazine route. He found he could win a 
few prizes now and then boxing. Before he had 
turned 15, he was in the ring. 

Then he amazed himself and his friends. In 
100 amateur fights he recalls losing only “six or 
seven.” ’ 

That’s how he got his start. Now, a pro, he is 
working up to the time he hopes he can meet the 
present bantam champ, Manuel Ortiz. 

Spectators sometimes laugh when they see the 
cherubic little fellow from McKees Rocks crawl 
into the ring (he’s fought in Pittsburgh, Boston, 
California, and in cities not too far from home, 
such as Wheeling, W.Va.). His opponents, too, are 
surprised. | 

But when the bell sounds, a transformation 
takes place. The mild face has turned cold, hard. 
The lamb going to slaughter becomes first a mule 
—he won’t back away—and then a lion. 

He has a way of peeking out between his gloves. 
His opponents, some of whom have seemed 
amused, see a pair of sharp grey eyes sizing them 
up—and then Little Herky opens fire. A south-

paw, he has a left of railroad steel, but there’s 
steel in his right hand, too. He carries his fight 
to the enemy, often against heavy odds, and 
never backs up. 

“He was always like that as a kid,” his dad says. 
“He would never retreat.” 

In one fight in Wheeling he went in the ring 
a@ poor underdog. His opponent, popular with the 
crowd, was a rugged boy named : Martino, 
who had just disposed of three opponents by the 
a Sod te Eabek Baaotaneruee anes 
round. No one wan Martino, but Little 
Herky took him on. : 

Everyone, including Martino, thought the 
cherub was going to be murdered. But Martino 
ran into the surprise of his life. By all logic Little 
Herky should have folded up under the terrific 
punishment he was taking in the early rounds. 

“You never saw anything like it,” says Trainer 
Clark. “Herky always gets stronger as soon as he | 
begins to get hurt. He began uncorking that left, 
and the crowd stood on their chairs and went 


wild.” : 


But Suppose He Can't Make the Grade? 
66 PARRY,” HE TOLD his trainer 


Clark is sure Little Herky can make the top. 

“He’s not afraid of anybody or anything,” he 
says. “The only question he’ll ask me and Mr. 
Slutsky, besides wanting to know whether we 
think he’s in good condition, is whether we’re 
going to get a good slice out of the gate.” 

Clark says he can tell w 
right by Little Herky’s jokes. 

“Training is never dull with Herky,” he says. 
“He pulls cracks with a straight face and you 
have to walk away to keep from busting out 
laughing and upsetting the routine.” Some of | 
Herky’s jokes have a bawdy tinge, but they carry 
no smut. If things aren’t going right in training, 
the humor begins to fade. | 

But when things are going right, Herky Kam- 
ensky actually loves to hit and be hit. And that 
is why, last year, he turned pro. 

“I figured it all out,” he says. “As long asI have 
to make a living, why not make it in the way I 
like best. If I get to be a big champ I can do things 
for Mom and Dad. I want to see them happy the 
rest of their lives.” 7 

That’s sentiment, but it’s not sentimental. It’s 
one very real reason why Little Herky and fight- 
ers like him turn pro. 

What do folks say about Little Herky? 


MANAGER SLUTSKY thinks he’s a straight 
shooter and easy to train. He doesn’t break rules. 
“Every inch of him is heart and guts,” he says. 
“He isn’t afraid of anybody. But he’s very sensi- 
tive—unusual in a fighter. He’ll stick up for a 
friend who is getting a raw deal. He’s very loyal. 
“He is a born fighter—with a great heart, and 
I think he’ll make the grade. If and when I ever 
think he can’t, I'll make him quit. I hate like

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The New Asthr | 


It’s called Orthoxine, and 
it’s the best news so far 
for millions of asthmatics

F THE 14 MILLION Americans 
who suffer from some form of 
allergy, a respectable proportion 
are the victims of the form called 
asthma. In the presence of their 
own particular natural enemy — 
dust, pollen, fur, in-laws, bosses or 
some internal irritant—they start 
to gasp and fight for breath. They 
stop gasping only when the cause 
is found and removed (which is 
often impossible), or when some 
drug helps their struggling lungs. 
So far, no one drug has been 
found to relieve all types of asthma. 
In fact, most of the drugs avail- 
able have left a big percentage 
(perhaps 40%) unaided. Also, many 
of the drugs have had side-reac- 
tions, ranging from simple sleep- 
iness to violent, weakening nausea. 


changing it around and finally produced the drug they wanted — Orthoxine. 


That is why the search for new 
asthma drugs goes on endlessly, 
and this is the story of one of them 
—Orthoxine. 

Perched on top of each of your 
kidneys sits a walnut-sized chem- 
ical plant called the adrenal gland. 
That gland turns out minute 
amounts of hormones that affect 
dozens of body functions in ways 
still unknown. 

One of the adrenal hormones, 
epinephrine, hits your nervous sys- 
tem and thereby does three things 
to the body. One, but only one of 
those three things, is useful to 
asthma patients. Chemists of the 
Upjohn Company, of Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, have chemically sorted 
that one desirable effect out of 
epinephrine and put it to work in 
the form of a drug called Orthoxine. 

Epinephrine (also called Adren- 
alin) has three major effects. First, 
it closes down small blood vessels 
near the surface of your body, so 
that if you are cut, less blood will 
flow through the wound. Second, 
it keys up your nerves (“doped” 
racehorses win on epinephrine).

Third, it relaxes the smooth mus- 
cle in your lungs. This, among 
other things, expands the air pas- 
Sages in your lungs, so that air can 
get through with more ease. 

That last is where epinephrine 
enters the asthma picture. The 
effect of asthma is that the lungs, 
which are perforated with perhaps 
miles of minute air passages, be- 
come plugged up. Each air passage 
is constricted and filled with fluid, 
and the air can’t get through. The 
asthmatic gasps and heaves, try- 
ing to get the oxygen-carrying air 
through the plugged channels, and 
can’t. In extreme cases, the victim 
turns a bluish color and might pos- 
sibly die for lack of oxygen. 


Lets Patient Breathe Again 


Epinephrine enlarges the, air 
passages and the asthma victim 
can breathe normally again. 

But two things epinephrine does 
are not good. When it closes down 
the blood vessels, blood pressure 
rises. The heart works harder. 

Epinephrine also tenses the 
body’s muscular and nervous sys- 


tem, and this frightens the patient. 

Finally, epinephrine and many 
of its substitutes must be injected, 
cannot be taken by mouth. 

This, then, brings the tale back 
to Orthoxine—which can be taken 
by mouth, which dilates the bron- 
chioles and thus relieves asthma, 
but which does not raise blood 
pressure and produces no tension. 

It looks very much as though 
Orthoxine, as a day-to-day treat- 
ment for chronic asthma, may be 
about the best drug so far. It won’t 
cure asthma. Also, it won't work 
in acute attacks, when the injec- 
tion of some compound like Isuprel 
or Aminophyllin is in order. But it 
can take the heart out of an ordi- 
nary attack. In fact, taken before- 
‘hand, it can prevent attacks alto- 
gether in “ideal” patients. 

Also, though there was no reason 
at all for expecting it, Orthoxine 
has proved to be helpful in many 
cases of hay fever, where the nose 
and not the lungs are involved, 
and to_a lesser extent in other 
forms of allergy, such as hives and 
migraine headaches.

NAVY’S TRIAL OFFER 


Want to enlist? Now you can try it for 2 weeks

AKE 100 Laps of high school age, sign 

them on an aircraft carrier for a week’s 
cruise, and you have as salty a crew as was 
ever piped topside for muster at 0800. 

They come back home (“hit the beach,” 
that is) with a nautical swagger and a 
briny vocabulary. Dinner is chow, personal 
effects are gear, a wall is a bulkhead. They 
don’t stop work. They se- 
cure. They don’t go to bed 
at 11 o’clock. They hit the 
sack at 2300. 

This sort of thing has 
been going on since a 
group of high school boys 
from the District of Co- 
lumbia and four neigh- 
boring states returned 
recently from a five-day 
cruise aboard the aircraft 
carrier Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, flagship of Carrier 
Division One. 

The cruise was the climax of an eight- 
week “boot” training course at the Naval 
Air Station, Anacostia, D.C., offered by the 
Navy to any high school boy interested in 
finding out what life in the Navy is like. 
This program was duplicated at 19 other 
Naval air stations throughout the country, 
with a total of 2,100 boys participating. 

Boys who passed Navy physical and in- 
telligence tests “came aboard” the sta- 
tions and were given meals and lodging,

regulation Navy clothes and regular sea- 
man’s pay —$75 a month. They received 
instruction in 20 different courses in avia- 
tion and seamanship. On completion of 
training, they were eligible for an Organ- 
ized Reserve Squadron, whose members 
train one week-end a month. The Navy 
wants “trial enlistments” again next year. 

The Anacostia group 

got much more than a 
routine brush with Navy 
life, because the FDR put 
out to sea from Norfolk, 
Va., at the head of Task 
Group 89 for battle 
maneuvers. 
_ Lined up along the rail 
on the island above the 
3-acre flight deck, they 
watched fighter planes 
and torpedo bombers of 
the Naval Air Reserve 
squadrons make practice landings and 
takeoffs. They saw crews dash to action 
stations when “general quarters” sounded, 
watched bombing and strafing attacks, 
donned life jackets and rushed to “aban- 
don ship” stations when the ship took a 
simulated bomb hit amidships.

Sennett Is Shoeked! 


The kind of attention women now get, he says, isn’t complimentary 


HE MAN WHO SHOCKED the Ameri- 

can public with the first bathing 
beauty movies back in 1917, is having 
the oddest experience of his life: he 
is shocked by the bathing beauties 
of 1949. 

Mack Sennett, coming out from his 
mountains of yellowing scrap books 
to assemble scenes from his old Key- 
stone comedies for Eagle-Lion’s nos- 
talgic “Down Memory Lane,” says he 
can’t understand how women can 
wear so little! 

Now 65 (he spent almost 40 years 
in movies), the dean of the glamor- 
ous, or non-swimming, bathing girls 
thinks today’s woman—at least as you 
see her—is all a mistake. He wishes 
women were more modest—in the pat- 
tern of the old Sennett girls. He still 
loves the classic pattern of Mabel 
Normand, Marie Prevost, and Phyllis 
Haver. 

“My girls were all girl,” he told 
PARADE, “they weren't athletes and 
they weren’t padded. They were buoy- 
ant and feminine and lovely, and they 
wore enough clothes to cover them.”

Reminiscing in his Hollywood home, 
he says the invention of the bathing 
beauty was almost forced on him. 
Magazines and newspapers, then as 
now, preferred a pretty face to a 
photo of a cop. Sennett had a gallery 
of comics, including Ben Turpin, 
Chester Conklin, and Mack Swain. 
“I found,” he says, “I could get their 
pictures in the papers by standing 
them next to the most curvesome 
girls I could find.” It got him so much 
free publicity, that he incorporated 
the girls in the comedies, eventually 
adding handsome young Bing Crosby 
as bait for the lady movie-goers. 


Danger at the Athietic Club! 


On publicity tours, the bathing 
beauties, none of whom could swim, 
were almost as much a liability as an 
asset. “In Detroit,” he remembers, 
“everybody was nice to them and the 
committee in charge had even ar- 
ranged for them to use the pool at 
the Detroit Athletic Club. We had.to 
decline because we were afraid they'd 
all fali in that big pool and drown!”

All in all, Sennett made 700 come- 
dies, most of them with bathing girls. 

“There were terrific squawks from 
the women’s clubs and I was accused 
of being risque,” he says. “Now I’m 
the one who is ‘shocked when I see 
a girl wearing a couple of postage 
stamps and a figleaf!” 

It may come as a surprise to many 
people, especially to some of the 
ladies’ club members, that Sennett 
still thinks his capering beauties were 
models of innocent appeal. “They 
were beautiful as our mothers were 
beautiful,” he reminisces sentimen- 
tally. “In those days, lovely feminine 
curves were the criterion of beauty. 
Even before my time, Lillian Russell 
and Frankie Bailey expressed this 
trend. I wanted to show beautiful 
women so that they would be ad- 
mired by other women as well as men. 
Most of my girls had magnificent 
figures. They were feminine figures. 
They had lovely curves. They looked 
like females and they didn’t bulge.” 

“The perfect figure is almost the 
perfect hour-glass type,” he says. 
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This line-up, led by Ben Turpin and Phyllis Haver, never got wet. 


“But today, the sand is all in the wrong 
end!” 

Sennett scoffs at “falsies.” 

“The kind of attention that many mod- 
ern girls attract is not really complimen- 
tary,” he says. “With some of them, you 
know it just can’t be so!” 

He had nothing but scorn for the thin, 
boyish-bobbed ideal of the '20s. They didn't 
look very much like girls. He has an al- 
most equal amount of scorn for the girl of 
1942, who, he points out, tries to look as 
athletic as a boy and then turns around 
and dishonestly pads herself to look like 
Lillian Russell, in an attempt to combine 
the looks of the 90s and the looks of the 
20s. ““They look ridiculous,” he claims. - 

Sennett really thinks he knows what he 
is talking about. One of Hollywood’s few

wise men, he may, at that. After all, he was 
the man who picked out such successful 
beauties as Gloria Swanson, Thelma Parr, 
Madeleine Hurlock, Cecile Evans, Lucille 
Miller, Toby Wing, Dot Farley, Helen Kane. 
He also picked such comedians as Ben 
Turpin, W. C. Fields, Eddie Gribbon, 
Charlie Murray, Franklin Pangborn, and 
Bobby Vernon, not to mention such direc- 
tors as Frank Capra, Roy Del Ruth, George 
Marshall, and Lloyd Bacon. 

Born Mickall Sinnott, in Denville, Que- 
bec, the tycoon of the cavorting damsels 
moved to Northampton, Mass., as a child, 
got his first job driving boiler rivets. 

According to legend, his mother went to 
her Northampton neighbor and lawyer, a 
young man named Calvin Coolidge (also 
destined for fame) and asked him to help 
young Mike. Coolidge introduced him to 
a visiting actress named Marie Dressler. 
She gave him a letter to David Belasco, 
who got him a job in a burlesque show. 

Later, Mike went to see his first movie, 
shortly thereafter getting a job in the old 
Biograph Studio on New York’s East 14th 
Street (starting place also for Mary Pick- 
ford and D. W. Griffith). 

In 1912, already a director, Mike bor- 
rowed $2,500 from a pair of bookies to 
whom he was already in debt, borrowed 
the keystone insignia from a Pennsylvania 
Railroad car as a trademark, and set out 
for sunny California with comedian Ford 
Sterling, Mabel Normand, and Fred Mace. 

With his keystone, he started Keystone 
Comedies; by 1917 his Bathing Beauties 
were famous. What he’d like the girls of 
1949 to do is: turn back that hour glass!

At the Bronx Zoo, Herb Knobloch 
takes down: the call of the wild 


A PUZZLED YOUNG MAN with a problem stood 
in the hay-scented elephant house of 
New York’s Bronx Zoo not long ago, eyeing 
a lady elephant. named Sudana. 

His problem: to make Sudana talk. 

His name was Herbert Knobloch, and he 
was associate in charge of the Zoo’s Depart- 
ment of Education. But he couldn’t make 
Sudana gulp, whistle or whimper, much 
less toss back her hefty seven- -foot trunk 
and bellow. 

It was important to Herbert Knobloch 
that she bellow, and it was also important 
to science. For Knobloch had a tape re- 
corder set up beside Sudana and was ready 
to take down her cry as part of a perma- 
nent record of animal voices —if only she 
would utter it. 

He tempted her with hay. Silence. He 
offered peanuts, like any gaping visitor. 
Not a word. He tried concealing the micro- 
phone, then making her wait for her meal. 
Still Sudana stood mute. Finally, after a 
week's cajolery, he gave her up. 

Had Sudana spoken, her “remarks” would 
have become part of Knobloch’s unique Zoo 
project: to record the “voices” of hundreds 
of birds and animals as a permanent scien- 
tific record and as a source of authentic 
sound effects for radio, movies, television

and other-educational uses. Already he has 
dozens of recordings stacked in his office. 

But Knobloch’s task hasn't been simple, as 
his experience with Sudana demonstrates. 
You can’t just shove a microphone in front 
of an animal and expect him to speak. 

Most of them suffer from “mike fright,” 
and many are naturally mute most of the 
time. Recording their voices requires skill, 
patience and quite a lot of ingenuity. 

Once Knobloch waited seven hours for the 
call of the Giant Laughing Kingfisher, 
finally recorded its insane, raueous giggle. 

Some subjJects he tricked into speaking. 
He fondled the attention-loving cockatoo, 
then sneaked away. When the bird called 
loudly for more, he turned on his recorder, 
captured the bird’s strident cry. 


The Lions Say “Good Night" 


The Zoo’s African lions would roar, but 
never for the microphone. One night Knob- 
loch hid, ‘instrument in hand, until the 
last keeper had called “good night” and 
slammed the door. The beasts promptly 
roared back their own “good night,” — and 
Knobloch faithfully recorded it. 

To catch the clucking growl of a duck- 
billed platypus, he disturbed its nest. He 
held out on lunch with a rhinocerous, col- 
lected its irritated moo. In two or three 
years, when he finishes with mammals and 
birds, he will go on to fish which, he affirms, 
“have ‘voices.’” “When we get those,” he 
confides, “we'll have a magnificent library.”
